WASHINGTON CITY. May 8.—Secterary 


Blaine last evening made public his latest 
communication on the Behring sea mat 
ter. It U •ddreawd to Sir Julian Paunce- 
foU, the British miniiter, and reads aa 
follows: 


••SIR: The modifleatiousi which Lord 


Salisbury suggests in the questions for 
arbitration do not wholly meet the view 
of the president, but 
the 
president 


changes the text of the third and fifth in 
such manner, it is hoped, as will result in 
an agreement between the two govern 
meats. While. Lord Salisbury suggests a 
different mode of procedure from that em- 
bodied in the sixth question the president 
does not understand him actually to ob- 
ject to the question, and he therefore as 
sumes that it is agreed to. 
The six ques- 


tions as now proposed by the president 
are as follows: 


"First What exclusive jurisdiction in 


the sea now known as the Behring sea, 
and what exclusive rights in the seal fish- 
eries therein, did Russia assert and exer 
else prior and up to the time of the cea- 
•ion or Alaska to the United States. 


"Second. How far were these claims of 


jurisdiction as to the seal fisheries recog- 
nized and conceded by Great Britain!1 


"Third. Was the body of water now 


known as the Behring sea included in the 
phrase 'Pacific ocean' as used in the treaty 
of 1825 between Great Britain and Russia; 
and what rights, if any, in the Behring 
sea were held and exclusively exercised 
by Russia after said treaty f 


'•Fourth. Did not all the rights of Rus- 


sia as to jurisdiction and as to the seal 
fisheries in Behring sea, east of the water 
boundary described in the treaty between 
the United States and Russia of March 30, 
1967, pass unimpaired to the United States 
under that treaty »- 


'Fifth. Has the United States any right, 


and if so, what right of protection or 
property In the fur seals frequenting the 
islands of the United States in Behring 
sea when such seals are found outside the 
ordinary three-mile limitf 


•Sixth. 
If tbs determination of the 


foregoing questions shall leave the sub- 
ject in such position that the concurrence 
of Great Britain is aeoessary in prescrib- 
ing regulations for the killing of the fur 
seal ia any part of the water* •<-£••«»*; 
sea, then it shall be further determined: 
First—How far, if at all, outside the or- 
dinary territorial limits it is necessary 
that the United States should exercise an 
exclusive jurisdiction in order to protect 
the seal for the time living upon toe isl- 
ands of the United 'States and feeding 
therefrom?

The Question of Damages. 


"The pretiideut does not object to the 


additional question respecting alleged 
iamageg to English ships, proponed by 
Lord Salisbury, if one condition can be 
added, namely: That after the issues of 
the arbitration are joined, if the United 
Stater shall prevail, all the teals taken by 
Canadian vessels during the period shall 
be paid for at the ordinary price for 
which skins are sold. This seems to the 
president to be the complement of Lord 
Salisbury's proposition, and he doubts 
not that it will secure his lordship's as

••ferine Sra Mot Hare Claasum. 


"In the first paragraph of Lord Salis- 


bury's dispatch of February 3i he makes 
the following declaration: 
'It is now 


quite clenr that the advisers of the presi- 
dent do not claim Behring sea as mare 
clausum, and, indeed, that they repudi 
ite that contention in express terms.' 
Lord Salisbury's expression is put in such 
terms as to imply (whether he *o intend- 
ed I know not) that the United States had 
litberto been resting its contention upon 
he fact that the Bebriag sea was mare 
clansum. If that was bis intention it 
would have been well for his lordship to 
specify wherein the United States ever 
made the assertion. The emphatic de- 
nial in my dispatch ot Dec. 17 last was in- 
tended to put an end ta the iteration of 
the charge, and to eliminate It from the 
current discussion." 


THE CONTROVERSY CONTINUED. 


The Secretary Cites Soau Mara British 


Law •• Llmiti of Jurisdiction. 


After referring to a claim ot Lord Silis 


bury that he had not noticed his lordship's 
citation of certain protests made in 1822 
by the British government to Russia, and 
showing that he did notice them, and, in 
bis opinion proved that they had nothing 
o do with the present controversy. Secre- 
tary Blaine says: "In Lord Salisbury's 
udgment the contention of tb« United 
States BOW rest* wholly upon the ukase of 
821 by the Emperor Alexander L of Rus- 
sia. The United States has at no time 
rested its argument solely on the ground 
mentioned, and this government regrets 
bat Lord Salisbury should have so mis- 
apprehended the American position as to

He then says: "Lord Salisbury reasserts 
his contention that the words 'Pacifi 
ocean' at the time of the treaty betwee 
Russia and Great Britain did includ 
Behring sea.

Not Geographical, but Historical. 


"la point of fact, therefore, accordinL 
to the usage of the world, there is nociis 
pute of any consequence between thetw 
governments on the geographical poin 
under consideration. The historical poin 
is the one at issue. The explanatory note 
from Russia, filed in the state depart 
rnent of this country, specially referred to 
in Air. John Quincy Adams' diary, au 
quoted in my note of Dec. IT, 1890, plain 
ly draws a distinction between the Pacifl 
ocean on the one hand and tlte 'sea. c 
Okhotsk, the sea of Kamschatka and the 
Icy sea', on the other; and, -.j long asiius 
sia drew that distinction it must apply 
to, and must absolutely decide, all tb 
contentions between the two countrie 
as far as the waters of the Behriug sea ar 
concerned. To discuss this poiut furthe 
would, in the opinion oi the president 
contribute nothing ot value to the gen 
eral contention. 


His Lordship in <ireat Error. 


"In the opinion of the president, Lort 


Salisbury is wholly and 
strangely it 


error in making the following statement 
'Nor do they [the advisers of the presi 
dent] rely, as a justification far the »eizur 
of British ships in the open sea, upon the 
contention that the interests of the seal 
fisheries give to the United States govern 
ment any right for the purpose, which 
according to international law, it would 
not otherwise possess.' The governmen 
of the United States lias steadily nek 
just the reverse of the position which 
Lord Salisbury has imputed to it. 


Remimo ot Vucle Sam's Position. 


"It holds that the ownership of the isl 


ands upon which the seals breed; that the

SOMETHING MORE FROM O'MALLEY. 


He Say* That the Five Illnliain Tried 


Were Iituocont of the Crime. 


XEWOBLKANS, May 8.—Dcuiinick O'Mal- 


ley, the detective, has sent a long state1 
ment to the press in which he gives a his- 
tory of that portion of his life which dates 
From his arrival in New Orleans. O'Alal- 
>ey came here in 1878. and since that time 
Has been ^employed by several prominent 
concerns. He gives a detailed account of 
his services for the state iu the capacity 
of a detective, and reviews at length the 
famous Matranga-Provenzano and Hen- 
nessey cases. He reiterates his statement 
that the five Italians who underwent trial 
for the murder of Chief Hennessey were 
innocent of the crime, and sajs that he 
would give his theory of the crime if he 
bad any direct evidence at hand to sub- 
stantiate it. 


Only Asks a Fair Trial. 


The day will come, he believes, when he 


can speak positively on ibis point, but for 
the present he will maintain a strict si- 
lence, fearing that if he should speak 
on the subject he would throw suspicion 
on certain persons who may be perfectly 
innocent. He states, however, that Chief 
Hennessey was not murdered by members 
of the Mafia. O'Malley reasserts his in- 
nocence of any connection in the Hennes- 
sey case, and says he fears no investiga 
tion. All he wants is a fair trial. He al- 
leges that his life has been threatened, 
and that he has been told that if acquitted 
he will be lynched.

And Succeeded So Well That One Child

For 
some time the woman has been in a very 
despondent mood and her friends fear she 
Is insane. On the day mentioned she 
placed a quantity of arsenic in the coffee 
pot.

the evening meal all became violently i 11. 
The woman told what she had done, add- 
ing that she wanted to die, but did not 
wish to leave her husband and two chil- 
dren. One of the children is expected to 
die.

A Deputy Marshal's Experience 


on the Itata. 


ARMED CHILIANS ON THE VESSEi- 


Whirh In Nothing More or l.em Than 


Privateer in the Service' of the Chilian 
Insurgents—The Deputy Marshal Land- 
ad Kight Milrs from Situ Diego—Seere 
tary Tracy Orders the Itata To Be 
Seised Wherever Fountl. 
SAN DIECO, Cal., May 8.—When the 


Chilian transport Itata weighed her 
chors 
Wednesday evening and com- 


menced to steam rapidly down the chan 
tiel it was supposed that the deputy 
United Stat?s marshal who had been put 
aboard to hold her would either be com- 
pelled to go with her to her destination, 
swim H.sliore, or he cast adrift upon the 
deseit Coronado islands, several miles off 
the co.ist. He at rived iu the city Thurs- 
day morning, however, the Chilian capt- 
ain having put. him ashore at Ballast 
point, eight miles from town, and he made 
his way in as best, he might. His state- 
ment makes rather sensational reading, 
and from all the circumstances surround- 
nmnding the case the Itata is nothing 
more nor le-s than a privateer in the 
jervice of the Chilian rebels. Deputy 
Miirslml Spauldiag's story of the escape 
i* as follows; 


The Vensel Under Way. 


"After leaving me on board in charge of 


the steamer I made a hurried inspection 
of the ship and found nothing to be 
suspicious of. She continued to receive 
coal until r':^0 a. m., at which time 1 re- 
tired. 
1 did not sleep much during the 


night on account of several of the crew 
whom J saw looking through the window 
of my stateroom, which marie me feel 
nervous. 
Dtuiug Wednesday nothing 


unusual occurred until 5:,V> p m., when a 
boat containing First Mate Nelson, the 
surgeon, with a medicine chest, and two 
passengers came to us. As soou as the 
passengers landed from the boat one of 
them had a short conversation with the 
captain. 1 -was at that time iu the din- 
ing-room. Five minutes later I found to 
my surprise the steamer under full head 
ot steam and making foi the ocean 
The 


captain came in a minute later and in- 
vited me to his cabin, offering me a chair, 
and a second later he was joined by three 
passengers. They exhibited revolvers and 
a^ked me i f f was armed. 
The captain 


acting as spokesman said: 


"It In i.lfe or Uenlh with Me." 


'I have contraband goods on board, 


and this is life or death with me.' 


"Then pointing his finger to his throat 


tie said: 'See, this is what it means.' 


"1 was so dumfouuded that 1 could not 


answer. He then called two of the Chil- 
ian crew, and thev stood guard near the 
door, each armed with a revolver and a 


ifle 
He then told me not to be alarmed, 


jut that if I went out of the cabin dur- 
ng his absence he would not be responsi- 
ble Iw-wJjat-would- happen, telling ma 
also tlintif I attempted to give a sign or 
iump overboard, ho would not be respon- 
sible for tbe remit. About this time I 
noticed them lifting out of the hold four 
steel cannon, winch they immediately 
placed in pn-ilion on the upper deck, 
after which they were loaded in my pres- 
ence. 
Returning a few minutes later the 


captain ^aid. 


'1 have spoken to The pilot, and in- 


stead of putting you oft' at Point Ixnos, 
n one ot our o*\n boats, we will meet 
a boat from a pilot boat lying at Ballast 
point.' 


One Hundred Aitiled Chilian*. 


'•He then led me out of the cabin, fol- 


uwed by his, companions, each taking his 
revolver. On reaching the bridge 1 found 
on deck below 100 Chilians, all armed to 
he teeth, each having a repeating rifle, 
and most of them dressed m uniforms, 
consisting of red caps and jackets. The 
captain gave a saucy laugh and said: 


'See we ha\e changed into a man-of- 


war. ' 


"I looked at the pilot and said: 
" 'Are yon going to guide the ship out?' 
•'The captain spoke up and said: 
"'No. (Exhibiting a revolver.) This is 


going to guide it.' 


"The pilot turned pale and said: 
'• 'I guess I .im in tor it.' 
"By thi<- time we were Hearing the en- 
rance to the harbor, and the captain gave 
>rders to the ciew to put over a ladder: 
lao to the pilot to slow down. 


Protested in Vain. 


'•E curling me to the ladder, he said: 


YOH musl axcnse me for putting you to 
lii.s auuoyaiice.' 
"After 1 was lowered over the side the 
tata tlieu passed out the bay, heading 
north. Milking inquiries from the boat- 
nan 1 found that 1 was landed eight 
niles from Sao Diego. I protested very 
igorously to being made a prisoner dur- 
ng the passage of the vessel out of the 
arbor, and also to leaving the ship while 
n the possession of the government, but 
hey paid no attention to my protests, 
,nd kept me prisoner until they arrived 
t the point whera they intended to put 


me off. They were very careful to say 
lOthing in my hearing that would reveal 
,ny future actions, except the captain 
;ave me his name and address 
" '1 will go directly to Valparaiso and 


would like to have you write me there if 


on f«-el disposed.' "
